Mitchell Alderman was up from 
Alvon Tuesday, and he showed what 
tome was a rare coin. It Is of cop¬ 
per, the size dTthe old lime copper 
cent; nearly as large as a half dollar. 
On one side Is the date. Nov. 1837. 
under an eagle sitting on a nest of 
flames; around the edge “substitute 
for shin plaster.** On the reverse, 
"Specie payments suspended May 10, j 
1837,** with the wreath like that on 
the big copper cents The way 1 read 
the sign, this coin had political sig¬ 
nificance in the depression days of 
nearly a century ago. After Presi¬ 
dent Andrew Jackson did away with 
the central bank, a coin was circu¬ 
lated by the opposition on which the 
President was pictured as a wild boar 
running over the prostrate form of 
business The "substitute for shin 
plaster** was found by Mr. Aldermans 
son at the site of the old Humphreys 
homestead. 1 expect 1 had better 
add a few lines more to bay that a 
shin plaster was fractional paper cur¬ 
rency. I am old enough to have seen 
a little of It.
